‘The American Radio Relay League publishes this introductory note in the Emergency Com~ 
munications manual: 


"The work and objectives of the AMATEUR RADIO EMERGENCY CORPS have not changed. Fie! 
have simply increased. As the national emergency grows more serious, the increasing 
need of civil defense preparations becomes more and more apparent. We amateurs have 
@ vital job to do in providing supplemental emergency communications for civil defense 
as well as carry on the similiar disaster work which has been our tradition and heri- 
tage in the past......es.+ss+eeeThis makes our job bigger, harder, more complex. We 
rise to meet the challenge as we always have; if it has to be done, we can do it." 


To me, who served as Marion County Emergency Coordinator 27 months, I know these state- 
ments to be facts. In January 1956, when I accepted the appointment of Marion County 
EC, there had not been an active EC for some time and I started from "scratch," | 


Since then, with the cooperation of Marion County radio clubs and the assistance of 
those appointed Assistant Emergency Coordinators, some 100 amateurs were signed up in 
the American Radio Emergency Corps, known as AREC. i 


During emergencies, these AREC members. offered their services, showed their willing- 
ness to assist as needed and proved to me that AREC affiliation meant more to them 
than just a signed card to be carried around in a wallet. 


Now, after these many months, I have requested to resign as your EC and suggested to 
W9TQC, Section Communications Manager that I felt that WO9MHP, Don Litwiler, could best | 
fill the requirements for EC. Don is well known, coseientious, ambitious, respected, 
active on the air and also in community activities and all concerned agreed. 


The next step was to convince Don that he was needed and at this time I wish to announ- 
ce that the Emergency Coorinator of Marion County is W9MHP and request that you afford 
Don the same.cooperation that you gave to me when I held this appointment. 


When Don calls upon you for assistance or participation, be willing. This is a large 
County and it is not a small job so your cooperation will be appreciated. 


Thanks to all of you that were loyal and devoted to AREC in the past and now I request 
all of you to give the same support to your new Marion County Emergency Coordinator, 
WOMHP, Don Litwiler.

In registering your station facilities and your availability as an operator 
with the Amateur Radio Emergency Corps you are not obligating yourself financially 
or legally. Your registration is simply an indication that your amateur radio 
facilities and skill are presently available to your community and your country if 
needed, and that to this end you are willing to participate in organizational 
preparedness as part of a local and national amateur group. 


The ARRL Emergency Corps, as it was first called, was formed by an announce- 
ment in September 1935 QST. At first simply a matter of volunteers signing up en masse 
in the Corps without provision for local direction, the AKC quickly attracted 
considerable favorable attention among amateurs. After its first big test in the 1936 
floods membership boomed until it was no longer possible to publish the membership list 
in QST. In 1937, as a result of the obvious need for local leadership and group 
preparedness plans felt in several commmications emergencies, the new ARRL appointment 
of Emergency Coordinator was created. In 1945, with the post-war reactivation of the 
ARRL Emergency Corps, a new section-level appointment, that of Section Emergency 
Coordinator, was created. In 1950 the name was changed to the Amateur Radio Emergency 
Corps as a better indication of the coverage and intent of the organization. 


The AREC represents the combined efforts of many hundreds of amateur groups, 
each under its own Emergency Coordinator. Although it is sponsored by ARRL, League 
membership is not required for registration. All amateurs, regardless of their 
personal affiliations, are urged to support this organized effort to form an Emergency 
Corps of and by amateurs as amateurs for the purpose of getting prepared and keeping 
prepared to provide emergency communication for the public and the nation when, as 
and if needed, in both peace and war. 


Registration in the AREC does not require possession of equipment designed 
especially for emergency use -- not does possession of such equipment determine 
whether your membership shall be full or supporting. A "full" member is an amateur 
who takes a fully active part in local AREC activities; a "supporting" member is one 
who for any reason cannot do so but nevertheless is in support of the group and will 
be available as his personal circumstances permit. Thus, there is a provision in 
the AREC for every amateur licensee. 


Your registration, when turned over to your local EC or SEC will add your 
strength to the Amateur Service in its endeavor to render a continuous and organized 


service to the nation. We urge you to fill out this registration and turn it over 
to your EC now.
